A crowd of 
approximately 500 was attracted by the activities. Speeches 
urged the audience to vote in the coming elections and to 
support the poor people's campaign. Abernathy related his 
previous association with the deceased Reverend Martin Luther 
King.

He predicted that Humphrey will be elected President by the black 
people of the United States. However, he placed the two major 
political parties on notice that this is the last time black 
people will support a “lily-white” Presidential ticket. 


Abernathy said it would be tragic if either Richard 
Nixon or George Wallace were elected President. He said that 
regardless of who is elected President, the SCLC plans to 
continue a policy of “militant non-violence" to bring about
